While the war office officially states the number of troops 
surrendéred is less than 10,000, a Constantinople report coming 
by way of Berlin puts them at 13,000. This despatch says that 
General Townshend gave up his sword unconditionally. 

Although it has been evident for several days that the gov- 
ernment was preparing the public for news of a disaster in 
Mesopatamia, London did not expect such a blow. Coming on 
the heels of the Dublin revolt, it has plunged the whole city into 
a pessimism it has not known since the early days ofthe war. 

‘The public as yet is too stunned to formulate its feelings, 
{t has not had time to digest the real meaning behind the fall- 
ure at the Kut or to fix the responsibility. There is admiration 
everywhere for the bravery and gallantry of the men who did 
their best in Mesopotamia, which only intensifies the determina- 
tion that this time the blame shall not be shirKed. 

Even the existence of the cabinet itself, granted a new lease 
of life last week with difficulty, is considered in some quarters to 
be threatened. Taken in conjunction with the conscription is- 
sue, which must come to a head next week, it would not be sur-

Passengers in three Pullman cars 
of the C.P.R. train from Ottawa had 
a miraculous escape when at 2.12 
Monday morning the three coaches 
were derailed and upset about a mile 
east ef Sharbot Lake.

subject of safeguardingthe Sabbath, 
The text was from Isaiah, 58, 13-14.

The appeal case of the American 
Hotel, Port Hope, was heard Tuesday 
by His Honor Judge Roger. It will 


be remembered that a few weeks ago 
the proprietor of the American Hotel 
was convicted for selling a bottle of 
ale, to be carried off the premises. 
The min who purchased the bottle 
had beén arretesd the night before on 
a@ charge of vagrancy. According to 
his story Night Constable McAvoy 
told him that he would be ‘sent down 
for six months. If, however, he would 
purchase a bottle of ale at the Amer- 
ican Hotel and hand It over, he, Me- 
Avoy, would get him off, His story 
yesterday varied a little to the one at 
the hearing before» Magistrate White, 
Yesterday he sald he had a glass of 
whiskey inthe American Hotel and 
about fifive minutes afterwards pur- 
chased the ale. His firat story was, 
he was served with the ale immedi- 





jately after he purchased the whiskey. 


Another new part of the evidence 
was that after he had purchased the 
ale he sat down in the office, although 
he knew that Constable McAvoy was 
waiting for him outside the front 
door. He gave the impression at the 
first hearing that he came out of the 


Avoy, but on Ttiesday he stated that 
he went through the long hall, out of 
the back door and came to Walton 
street through the lane. He had every 
confidence that Mr. McAvoy would 
get him off «n the vagrancy charge, 
and it was for this reason he had pur- 
chased the ale. 

He had no {Il will against the pro- 
prietor of the American Hotel, but 
this was the hotel the constable asked 
him to visit. 

Constable McAvoy stated that he 
made no such promise to the prisoner 
He asked the prisoner to go to the 
American Hotel for the bottle and he 
followed and waited outside, but} 
there was no promise that he would 
get him off on the charge of Vagrancy 

In summing up the evidence, Judge 
Roger pointed out that the weak part 
of the prosecution was the fact that 
the man engaged by the police to do 
this work was an interested party. 
In cases of this kind the hotelman 
was always interested, but the pros- 
ecution, as a rule disinterested. Here, 
however, the man who gave the infor- 
mation had a charge hanging over 
him and His Honor Judge Roger 
thought {t rather poos policy for the 
police to make a selection of this 
kind. His Honor reserved judgment.

TRAPPING A PYTHON. 


The Monster ie a Victim of Hie Own 
Greedy Appetite. 

The python's weak point ts Its stom- 
ach; itis a glutton, Not satisfied with 
a fall supper, it will start at once on 
uext week's breakfast If by chance 
that future meal happens to be within 
easy reach. 

A python generally Uves in a hole in 
the ground or a hollow in a tree, but 
if it can find an old ruin in the jungle 
+~and there are many old ruins In In- 
dia—it kes to take up Its sleeping 
quarters there, because even in the 





| heaviest rains the water runs off the 


ruins quickly, whereas a hole tn the 
ground is likely to be flooded. The 
python needs to eat only once a week, 
and to get that meal it Nes fat along’ 
the bough of a tree near a stream and 
waits for its prey to come to drink 

When the natives see the long trall 
that the python’s body makes near the 
bank and find a heap of ruins near by 
they make a hole in the rained wall 
just exactly big enough for the python 
to get through. Then they tle a pig to 
a stake near the hole on one side of 
the wall, and on the other side of the 
wall opposite the hole they tle another,| 
pig to a stake. They also tle a wire 
to the leg or the tall of the near side 
pig, and as evening draws on they 
twist it from a distance, and the pig 
squeals. As the python comes home 
to’ bed it hears the squeals. 

So the python comes along merrily 
and seizes Its supper at a singie bite. 
Down goes the pig into the big snake’s 
throat, sucked In slowly by sheer mus- 
cular action. In about half an bour 
the pig has passed completely down 
the long neck. and in another half 
hour it Is down a couple of yards far- 
ther Into the python's stomach. 

Most animals would go to sleep right 
away after a gorge Iike that. But 
meanwhile the second pig on the other 
side of the wall has realized {ts unhap- 
py brother's woeful fate and has set 
up a most distressing notse. The py-

Apple culture in the Annapolis Val- 
ley through which the now famous Do- 
minion Atlantic_runs, now grown to 
such immense proportions, had its in- 
ception a couple of centuries before 
the horticultural possibilities of Call- 
fornia were even dreamed’ of. The 
first applo trees were planted there by 
the early French settlers, about 1633, 
and there are still existing trees that 
are thought to date back pretty near to 
that.time. In a long-abandoned orch- 
ard in the lovely Valley town of Para- 
dize, not long ago, the writer saw sey- 
eral gnarled apple trees that must 
have been at least a couple of hundred 
years old. 

From the small beginnings of the 
peaceful Acadlans hag developed one 
of the largest and most’ profitable ap-

oR through conscription, he 
has apparently no intention of re- 
sé7ning, and conscription has been 
decided on. The chief criticism of 
the measure is that it ought to hava 
been introduced a year ago. The 
principle was determined on last 
fall, and there has been a form of 
conscription in force for some time. 
The trouble was that it did not work 
smoothly. It took the wrong men, 
and so much friction and confusion 
resulted that general conscription 
bas been adopted as the only means 
of settling the problem. Now, for 
the frat time the British Government 
will be able to say that the nation is 
preparing to throw its full strength 
into the war. Before this full 
strength is actually exerted the in- 
dustrial resources of the nation will 
have to be organized upon a wal 
basis, and, in the opinion of John L. 
Balderson, London correspondent of 
the Pittsburg Dispatch, there will 
ve to be drastic changes in the 
high commands of the army, involy- 
ing a caste revolution. 

Last October the Government be- 
gan its final effort to get enough re- 
crults under the voluntary m, 
An army numbering 1,400,000 was 
required, and an equal number of 
trained men to act as reserves. Lord 
Derby took charge of the recruiting. 
All eligible men, married or single, 
were asked to enroll themselves, 
Lord» Derby promised the married 
men that if they attested: under the 
group system for enrolment + when 
needed, unmarried men who did not 
enlist would be conscripted, provided 
more than a negligible number fail- 
ed to offer themselves. The result of 
this campaign was that nearly 3,- 
000,000 volunteers, married and 
single, enrolled, and Lord Derby's 
report showed that about 650,000. 
unmarried men remained “slackers,” 
Then was passed the Conscription 
Act for these unmarried men: It-was 
a rank failure, and is sald to have se- 
cured only between 20,000 and 40,- 
000 recruits. : 

The reason for the fiasco of the 
Compulsory Act was that under the 
authority of the Board of Trade no

the power to defy, has had, and now 
has in the British Navy its chief bul- 
wark, without which it would be a 
mere “scrap of paper.” This has re- 
cently been admitted by many of the 
leading papers and public men of the 
United States. For example, Major 
Putnam, President of the American 
Rights Committee, says that *‘The 
Monroe Doctrine has been maintain- 
ed solely by the British Navy, and 
the Britis Empire is the most benefi- 
cent that the world has ever seen." 
Were Germany to secure command of 
the sea, she would laugh the Monroe 
Doctrine to scorn, and the United 
States, In her present state of un- 
preparedness, would be powerless, 
not only to uphold it, but even to de- 
fend her own shores. -These may 
not be pleasant considerations for 
our neighbors, but its truth Is af- 
firmed by their own political and 
military leaders, including the Presi- 
dent.

should be plucked of Its best feather, 
which being cut as a pen Is to be used 
on this occasion and then handed 
over to her majesty.” 


Four days later Greville met Count’ 


Cavour who “told me that the eaglo’s 
feather had been used for the sig- 
natures of one or two coples, but 
that.tho plenipotentiaries raised ob- 
Jections against employing it for all, 
as in that case they would never have 
got to the end of their labors.” 





Gladstone and Montenegro. 

Montenegro's destiny is linked for- 
ever with the name of Mr. Gladstone, 
When the great statesman lay dying 
in the early spring of 1898 the Prince 
of the Black Mountain sent him a 
telegram which, read to-day, after 
the lapse of 18 years, takes on a 
sombre color: “Many years ago, 
when Montenegro, my beloved coun- 
try, was in difficulties and danger, 
your eloquent voice and powerful pen 
successfully pleaded and worked on 
her behalf.”

Ie Challenges Hamburg. 

The great canal connecting Mar- 
seilles with the River Rhone, which 
is destined to make Marseilles the 
world's greatest port, was opened a 
few days ago. The canal connects 
London with the Mediterranean by 
an almost straight line, making Mar- 
seilles the greatest gateway to the 
east and rendering it “the central 
clearing house for all north African 
trade. ¢ 

Fifty miles long, it has taken ff- 
teen years to build. Nearly five 
miles of the canal consists of a sub- 
terrancan tunnel seventy-two feet 
wide, making it the widest tunnel 
in the world. The subterranean 
waterway is forty-five feet high. It 
was blasted out of the rocky Nerthe 
Mountains and is France's most won-

In the words of the lawyers the 
Bertram Shell Committee;- in» the 
opinion of the British War. Office 
acted In a contractual relation, while 
in its own opinion it acted in » fidu- 
clary relation. As a matter of fact 
it acted sometimes one way, some- 
times the other way, sometimes both 
ways. Generally speaking, {t fol- 
lowed the Scriptural injunction, and 
like a perfectly good plano-player 
podiee its right hand know what 
its Aéttsband was doing except that 
hands were kept busy. More- 
over it was always fiduciary in the 
sense that it had perfect trust in it- 
self and fixed prices .about as it 
pleased. To thine’own self be true, 
thou canst not then be false to any 
man—that was the way the Bertram 
Shell Committee operated. 

It transpires that the Bertram 
Shell Committee is very anxious: to 
keep the contractual and the fiduc- 
fary relation separate, and while it 
has no objection to making a clean 
breast of its’ fiduciary virtues tt 
would much rather keep its contract- 
ual transactions under cover. To-put 
it plainly, it is dreadfully opposed to 
submitting a list of the contracts it 
made and the prices it fixed to the 
inspection of Mr, E. F. B. Johnston, 
E.C,, and his associates in the {n- 
quiry.

5: 22, 23.) These are the’ fruits 
that must appear in those who have 
received the Spirit of God. 
Our main overcoming is in our- 
selves. We are to rule our spirit, to 
exercise self-control, to “‘be strong in 
the Lord and in the’ power of ‘His 
might.” “We are to overcome our 
own natural preferences, our weak- 
nesses, the spirit of the world in 
ourselves, This is our first victory. 
Then there are things that we are to 
overcome in the way’ of oppogition 
from the Adversary and his servants, 
(Romans 6:16.) We may never 
“give place to the Devil,” never yield 
to that which would be in opposition 
to the Lord and His Cause. But we 
are to be ready to lay’ down our'lives 
tn ‘support of “the Truth as it is in 
Christ Jesus.” We are not to con- 
tend about little matters that are 
purely personal, and that would not 
affect the Truth. We should be ready 
to waive any personal preferences 
where no principle of righteousness 
is involved. But where principle is 
at stake, we must stand fast. We 
may not compromise principle. 
bility Upon Christians. 
When we look back to the time 

























gan to call themselves “‘apostolic bi- 
shops,” we can see what injury the 
compromising spirit has wrought in 
the world. Then it was that the Di- 
vine arrangement was set aside, and 
the creeds of men were substituted 
for God’s Word. The Apostle Paul 
says, ‘The Word of God is sufficient, 
that the man of God may be perfect, 
thoroughly furnished unto every 
good work.” (2 Timothy 3: 16, 17.) 
No matter who may seek to teach us, 
We must not receive the teaching ex- 
cept as it is proved to be in full ac- 
cord with the Word of God. Men 
have been in error in the past, and 
often are jn error now. 

We are to look for a “thus saith 
the Lord” to be back of all teachers 
and teachings. If anyone comes to 
us with any doctrine that cannot be 
proved by the words of our Lord 
Jesus or of the Apostles or of the 
Prophets, we should not accept it, 
St. Paul warns, “Though an angel 
from Heaven preach any other gospel 
unto you than that~«hich we have 
Preached unto you, Jet him be ac- 
cursed.” (Galatians 1: 6-9.) Even 
the angels are not authorized to be 
the teachers of the Church, as 
shown in the Word of God. 

As we seek to be overcomers, seek 
to be wholly faithful to the Lord, 
and as we trust His promises, we 
abide in His love. As our Lord Jesus 
said: “If ye keep My command- 
ments, ye shall abide in My love.” 
(John 15:10.) +He did not force 
these commandmenis upon us. He 
merely pointed out to us the oppor- 
tunity and the privilege of becom- 
ing His disciples, 
tarily sald, “Dear Lord, we desire to 
be Thy disciples. We desire.to give 
up all earthly interests in order that 
we may share with Thee in Thy sac- 
Tifice, Enroll us amongst Thy fol- 
lowers—this is our prayer.” After 
we have been accepted of the Lord, 
He says to us, “Now, in harmony 
with your request, I give you these 
commandments, They are your in- 
Structions as to how to walk in My 
ways, If you wish to be faithful dis- 
ciples and to continue in My love, 
keep these injunctions.” 

While our Lord endorsed the Ten 
Commandments given to Natural 
Israel, He made it plain that the 
essence of them all was contained in 
the one broad command, “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, with all thy mind, with all thy 
cout: and with all thy strength; and 
thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self.”"—Matthew 22: 37-40; Luke 
10:27. 

The “New Commandment." 


To His disciples the Master sald, 
“A new 
you.” (Jobn 13: 34,-33.) This was 
an additional commandment, which 
went beyond the Law; for it means 
sacrificial love. ‘Greater love hath 
no man than this, that a man lay 
down his life for hia friends.” (John 
15:13.) This is the love which our 
Lord Jesus had for us. If we have 
the same love for the brethren that 
He manffested, then we have the self- 
sacrificing love. The Apostle Jobn 
says, “‘Hereby perceive we the love of 
God, because He [Christ] laid down 
His life for us; and we ought to lay 
down our lives for the brethren.” (1 
John 3:16.) Our Master laid down 
His life for us. This is the measure 
of His love; and we are to love as He 
loved. 

If we are true disciples, true fol- 
lowers of the Master, we shall be 
willing to lay down our lives for the 
brethren. We are to love and to de- 
sire to help all who love the Lord. 
We are to be forbearing and long- 
suffering with their frailties.

In c city as old as Belleville, life E 
so well ordered and creature com- 
forts are so much a matter of course 
that it is difficult for us to reallze the 
hardships: and privations that were 
the portion of its original settlers. 
Even the oldest inhabitant of Belle- 
ville never experienced any really ser- 
fous inconveniences compared with’ 
those that were taken for granted by 
the pioneers. 

For there were Miraships a “ plenty. 
for those adventurers of the early 
days who came by batteau from King- 
ston and points fartter east to make 
homes, for themselves along the 
shores of the Bay of Quinte, but they 
were saiisfied to bear present har-

done by a woman. 
Labor Exchange Bureaux have sup- 
plied them with many of thelr woman 
workers, and though, of course, very 
many of them are quite inexperienced 
and new to their work, they seemed 
to be managed pretty well. 

‘There are men to attend to the fur- 
naces, men to carry the heavy loads, 
men to start and to attend the ma- 
chines, but everything else seems to 
be done by women. i 

Sorting, testing, using the ma- 
chines, cleaning, packing, and kin- 
dred things are all women’s jobs.| 
Rows and rows of women I saw sit- 
ting at machines and benches, filling 
the great wooden cases with the fin- 
{ahed bullets; women in rows every- 
where, but men only in ones and 
twos here and there. It was some- 
what of an object-lesson in that way; 
it.was new and pleasing to find wo- 
men able to do so many things and 
so completely. Surely, when our 
wonderful coalition Government pro- 
vides the workers to supply the ma- 
terials, and these ard kindred fac- 
tories need more hands to cope with 
the Increased work, there must be 
many women of all classes who could 
volunteer to take on this work of 
making munitions, and thus release 
each a man for service and help on 
the output of munitions. 

It must be remembered, too, that 
the women’s wofk Is comparatively 
easy—that Is to say, one does not in- 
stinctively feel how tired they must 
get, they are laboring under almost 
Perfect conditions, and making very 
good wares. It is -not hard labor 
that Is required of them, but a me- 
j chanical and automatic efficiency. 
| Physical strength Is not an essential 
| for most of the women’s work, ‘but 
| intelligence, deftness, rapidity, and 

care only. 

With the few men employed, of 
j course, it Is different; but, as I said 
' before, they are only employed for 

the really physically hard work, and 
are pald accordingly. Most of them 
jare making twice their peace-time 
earnings, and serving their country, 
| too, though I fear few of them realize 
and appreciate that. :

The women will be paid at exactly 
the same rates, on a mileage basis, as 
the male conductors, and wi}l bave 
the same duties and hours. Their 
employment is confined to the period. 
of the war, or to such time as the 
male conductors shall return, 

Women dockers have been intro- 
duced on the Mersey. Recently the 
male laborers, under the advice of 
their unfon, refused to work witb 
them, and the services of the women 
were dispensed with, 

There are 150 women conductors 
On the metropolitan electric trams 
and 120 on the London United lines.

; Lucky Stick, 

} By the recent death of Sir Samuel 
Way, Chief Justice of South’ Aus- 

| tralia since 1876, the Commonwealth 

j has lost one of its most interesting

was born at Portsmouth nearly 
eighty years ago, his father being 
one of the leaders of the English

' Soldiers’ Etiquette. 


j Our civilian soldiers have picked 
up military etiquette in a surprising- 

ly short time, and it is not-oftea that 

{they are puzzled In regard to salut- 
ing. In case there are any who fear 
to make a mistake, here are a few 
hints on when not to salute. 

There are a good many regulatiCas 
about whom a soldier must salute, 
but he fs left comparatively free con- 
corning those he may not salute. This 
is because he may not raise his hat, 
and a salute is the only way he has 
of recognizing the greeting of.a lady, 
or a civilian friend, or superior. 

A soldier must never raise his 
hand-to his forehead in salute when 
he has his head uncovered. -If he 
is cooling his heated brow and an of- 
ficer approaches, he must put on his 
hat before saluting. Even when in- 
doors the hat must be kept on when 
addressing or saluting a superior of- 
ficer. 

_The only other occasion when a 
soldier must not salute is when on 
outpost dyty. He must pay no com- 
pliment to anybody then, not even 
the King.

BURMA’S COLOSSAL BUDDHA 


Thie Statue ie Said te Be the Largest 
In the World, 

The largest monument of the human 
form existing in the east today, if not 
in the world, is the great reclining 
statue of Buddha near Pegu, in Bur- 
ma, around which the government 
erected a building with lattice steel 
pillars to protect it from the elementa. 
This colossus was brought to Mgbt dur. 
ing the construction of. the railway 
that-runs northeast from Rangoon te 
Mandalay. i 

While phe permanent way was being 
banked ‘up to protect the lines from 
occasional floods the engineer in charge 
required for the Purposé of bis work 
‘a harder ballast than the alluvial de- 
bosit over which the line was running 
could give him. Less than a mile away 
was a tree clad mound, and here, it 
was thought, suitable material might 
be found. “The task of clearing away 
some of the trees took but an hour or 


| so, and then shifts were sunk to find 


the needed stone. Before the diggers 
had goue down more than a yard they 
struck an cnormous and fairly pre- 
served tigure of Gautama. 

Iu actual length the statue is 180 
feet'and fifty feet high at the shoul- 
der, The figure and its pedestal are 
of brick, covered with plaster. Since 
its discovery the plaster bas been re- 
woved and palnted over, the box 
the head and the finger nails sikled 
aml the headdress decorated with 
sliss jewels, The statue is.thought to 
be about 500 years old, but no one 
Knows its history, no reference what- 
over beings made to it in Gurmese jeg.

‘THE LIGHTHOUSE i'Usc. 





How News and Relief Are Carried to 
the Keepers of the Tower. 

The shores of England are plenti- 
fully studded with lighthouses, not. a 
f& + of which are built upon small is- 
landg, or else isolated rocks, situatod 
more or leas near to fhe mainland. 

Stress of weathtr often cuts off 
these lonely watch-towers from the 
Test of the world, ip order to com- 
municate with which the lighthouse- 
keepers have to exercise thelr wits. 
It ia then that what is known to 
Watchful shore-dwellers as light- 
house post comes into play, by means 
of which comunication is establish- 
ed through even the roughest sca. 

The head lightkeeper encloses. a 
letter, or let@rs, in 2 bottle, and 
fixes the bottle securely in a wooden 
case. A leaden keel is attached to 
Serve as ballast, and a small tin sail 
is added to catch the breeze. This 
tiny ‘craft is then launched upon the 
Waves, the keepers watch it out of 

sight, and then go back to their lone- 
ly waiting for the relief-boat, 

Skerryvore Lighthouse last year 

had been isolated since December 21, 

when, on January 10th the head 
Mghtkeeper resolved to resort to 
lighthouse post, and sent off one of 
these messages by bottle. Favorable 
winds carried the frail craft to the 
small island of Erraid, on the south- 
west side of Mull, which it reached 
on January 16th. Four days later a 
similar tiny boat from Erraid carried 
the message to Bunessan, in Mull, a 
distance altogether of thirty miles. 

AltHough {t 1s near to the @hore, 
the lighthouse at the Needles can 
only be approached from the sea in 
fine weather. 
house post has sometimes been re- 
sorted to, though nowadays the 
coastguards, in their station on the 
cliff above, talk to the keepers and 
read\them extracts from*the news- 
Papers over the telephone. 

The Wolf and Smalis Lighthouses 
are situated on lonely rocks far out 
at sea, and their Ighthouse post, 
when resorted to, is very uncertain. 
The Wolf Rock stands eight miles off 
Land’s End; the Smalls light {s 
erected on one of a group of islands 
twenty miles south-west of 8t. 
David's Head, in Pembrokoshire. 

Wolf Rock, the most {solated sta- 
tion in the British Isles, is not con- 
nected with the mainland by wire: 
but the Smalls, which is also an {m- 
Dortant Lloyd's Signalling Station, 
has a submarine-cable for communl- 
cations. For all that tho keepers like; 
to cheer their wives with a letter per 
Mghthouse post when, owing to 
heavy weather, relief does not arrive. 

Lighthouses have a crow of six 
men, three of whom are on duty for 
& month while the other three are 
asnore. 

Lighthouse relief in rough weather

Sir John Hare Celebrates His Gokle: 
Jubilee as an Actor. 


The appearance of Sir John Har 
on the varicty stage coincides with 
the fiftieth anniversary of his ihea- 
trical debut in London, for it was tu- 
wards the end of 1865, when he wae 
twenty-one years of age, that Sir 
Jobn made his initial appearance at 
the Prince of Wales’ Theatre in Lon 
don as Short, in “Naval Engage- 
ments.” And it fs in connection with 
this first appearance {n London that 
Sir Jobn tells an amusing story. 

The play was written by H. J. 
Byron, who remarked@ the /*30ng 
actor, when he was rehearsing a:J 
part as Short, the publican, “With a 
short name, a short part, and a short 
figure, you will, in short, be perfect.” 

“Thank you,” replied Sir John, 
“but if I am a failure’you will have 
to.christen your play ‘Short Engage- 
ments,’ a reply which no one ap- 
Preciated more than the witty author 
of “Our Boys.” 

For playing thfs part Sir: John re- 
celved £2 a week. “Salaries were not 
so big in those days,” he says. ‘For 
playing Sam Gerridge (in ‘Caste’) I 
received £6 a week. I think I am 
within the mark in stating that the 
entire salary-list for the company 
playing in ‘Caste’ could not have ex- 
ceeded the sum of £60 a week, ex- 
cluding, of course, Miss Marie Wil- 
ton’s remunerajion as leading actress 
and manageress. What would such a 
cast cost at the present day?” 

Sir John has many amusing and 
interesting stories to tell of his thea- 
trical experiences, and confesses that 
one of the most embarrassing mo- 
ments of his life was when he was 
playing in*“‘A Pair of Spectacles” in 
Edinburgh. —_ /

New Pasture Area, 

The pastoral industry insthe north- 
ern territory of Australia has been 
established in various districts where 
there are natural permanent waters, 
and although profits have been smal! 
owing to the great distance from the 
markets, flocks and herds of sheep 
and cattle have increased until there 
are now, according to Mr, David 
Lindsay, leader of the Elder Scienti- 
fic Exploring Expedition, over 450,- 
000 cattle, 20,000 horses, 75,000 
sheep, and 8,000 goats pasturing on 
107,406 square miles, The_scarcity 
of labor has proved a great drawback 
in the agricultural development of 
the territory, An experimental sheep 
farm haa been established near the 
head waters of the Roper river and 
if success be attained, a large area of 
country which at present is only con- 
sidered fit for cattle will be available 
for this class of stock. The inland 
regions are remarkably healthy for 
stock, and Mr. Lindsay is of opinion 
that the opening of stock routes by 
Providing water, the building of rail- 
ways, and the opening of a new port 
at the mouth of the McArthur River 
on the Gulf of Carpentaria, will 
have the effect of turning a practi- 
cally unoccupied country into one of 
the most important sources of meat 
supply in the Empire.

The famous vine at Hampton 
Court, which still flourishes despite 
the fact that its years number 148,

“Two army aeroplanes dropped 16 
bombs‘ on Port Said Sunday morn- 
ing, mostly on the Arab quarter. Two 
civilians were killed and 13 were In- 
jured severely. Five soldiers were 
wounded, The aeroplanes were 
driven away by anti-aircraft guns.” 

German aeroplanes carried out 
since Saturday two bombardments in 
the region of Dunkirk. About 20 
shells were dropped Saturday even- 
ing, killing four-persons and wound- 
ing 16.

HAT the Germans in Bel- 
gium are fat while the Bel- 
gians are starving is the 
statement made by an ob- 
server who has recently 
vistted Belgium, and an official docu. 
trent prepared by Sir Edward Grey 
shows how Germany is bleeding the 
Uttle victim that les writhing under 
her law. Belgium {gs being treated 
not as though she were expected to 
become Part of the German Empire, 
but as though she were a village cap- 
tured by bandits. Everything of value 
is being shipped out of the country. 
What-zannct be moved or operated 
for‘the advantage of the'army of oc- 
cupation {s being destroyed, to the 
accompaniment of loud protests from 
Germany to the effect that the Bel- 
giana are being’ impoverished and 
starved because the Allies will not 
allow the importation of raw mater- 
fais to run their factories, or food 
to feed the hungry. 

In the absence of official denials of 
these statements which have been 
cirenlated by German agents in all 
paris of the neutral world, and which 
have been told to the famishing Bel- 
glans themselves until some of them 
accepted the German view, a senti- 
ment arose in favor of the Allies per- 
mitting the export to Belgium of cer- 
tain raw materials. This the Allies 
expressed themselves willing to do if 
the Ameriean Relief Commission 
would guarantee that the raw mater- 
fals really went to Belgians, and not 
to the Germans, Under the same 
guarantee the British Government 
was willing that the manufactured 
Products of bona fide Belgian indus- 
tries should be exported.

In 
one month, October 26-November 26, 
by one route only, there were export- 
ed from Belgium to Germany 74,000 
tons of coal, 6,100 tons of phos- 
phates, 100 tons of lead, 1,350 tona 
of ore, 340 tons of pit props, 1,200 
tons of guano, and 1,600 tons of bri- 
quettes. In the month immediately 
preceding this period there were 
large exportations of the same ar- 
ticles by the same route, besides such 
{tems as 840 tons of pyrites, 1,600 
caske of tanning extract, 360 tons of 
extract of lead, and quanttiles of 
fron, lead, rubber, and copal. It ts 
well known that at least half the 
product of the Belgian textile mills 
has been requisitioned: Recently the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Fourth 
Army in Belgium {ssued an order di- 
recting, under heavy penalties, that 
all stocks of cotton should be declar- 
ed and prohibiting the working of 
cottons in future. 

“Indeed, the general’policy of the 

; Germans cannot be better illustrated 

, than by the guarantees recently given 

| by them to a prominent Belgian busi- 
ness man, undertaking to respect cer- 
tain metals, such as steel and copper, 
essential to the maintenance of one 
of the chief Belgian industries, upon 

Production of proof that these ar- 
ticles had been imported. The infer- 
ence is obvious that any Belgiar 
stocks of guch articles would be 
seized. All the most essential ma: 
terials in Belgium, such as ofl an¢ 
metals, are controlled by German or 
ganizations jn the German interest. 
and cannot be obtained unless the ap- 
plicant conforms himself to the wish- 
es of the enemy. 

“This, then, is the position. His 
Majesty’s Government bave made an 
attempt to provide relief for Belgian 
industries by importations of raw 
materials from abroad, in spite of 
their bellef that such importations, 
even under the safeguards proposed, 
would result in. substantial benefit to 
the enemy. The German authoritivs 
must be presumed, from their per- 
sistent silence, to have refused their 
consent to. the scheme put forward» 
by the Relief Commission. — Theft 
fixed policy of {mpoverishing the 
country and driving the workmen 
into thelr employment now stands 
revealed, and his Majesty's Govern- 
ment must disclaim all responsibility 
towards the Belgian people for evils 
which the enemy has both caused and

SOLDIER'S STATIONERY. 





700 Different Kinds of Army Forms 
Are Supplied. 

A shrewd observer once remarked 
that an army marches, not on its 
stomach, but on its army forms, This 
in a great measure is true, for the 
army would be powerless without its 
army stationery. The stationery or- 
ganization of the army comprises a 
score of officers and some 260 men, 
according to a special correspondent 
atthe general headquarters, who 
deal daily wit: millions of forms 
and papers for the administrative 
purposes of the army in the field. 

The Stationery Service supplies an 
unending variety of army books (106 
types), army forms (about 700 dif- 
ferent kinds), books of regulations 
(136 varieties), and sixty different 
sorts of writing-paper, ten of envel- 
orss, twenty-one of pencils, and no 
fewer than twenty-six descriptions of 
inks in powder form (black, blue, 
red, green, and violet, waterproof 
ink, drawing ink, etc.). 

Figures speak, they say. Up to 
last June the Stationery Services had 
supplied some 52,000,000 field ser- 
vice posteards (printed in English, 
Hindoo, Urdu, and Gurmukhi, the 
last three for the different races 
among the Indfan troops), nearly 
100,000,000 army message forms, 
7,000,000 message envelopes, 2,000,- 


000 war diaries and Intelligence: 


Summary of Events (for army re-

There are several hundred diffes- 
ent kinds of labels for goods, etc., in 
use. The stock usually stands at 
somewhere about 2,000,000, and it 
will probably come as a surprise to 
People who have visions of army 
commanders pencillimg despatches in 
tents at dead of night to know that 
there are considerably more than 
1,000 typewriters, in special travel- 
ing cases, in use in-the field at the 
Present time, and these are kept in 
order and repaired by traveling me- 
chanics in the Stationery Service.—

Mr. Asquith’s visit to the North as 
well as to the South of Ireland indi- 
cates that the Government wishes to 
take advantage of present conditions 
to aim for # better understanding in 
Irish affairs generally. Evideatly, he 
is grappling with the problem in a 
big way, with a clear cye to the eppor- 
tunities presented by an unusua} sit- 
uation. - 

It. is perhaps too much te hope 
that a settlement of the whole Irish 
problem, satisfactory to all concerned, 
will come speedily out of the prevail- 
ing abnormal conditions. Whatever 
Mr. Asquith’s hope may be, hie pur- 


tion of some temporary scheme for 
the management of domestic Irish 
affairs while the war continues., The 
rebellion showed that there were 
available loyalist forces In the South 
and in the North, whose con- 
duct.has been exemplary . since the 
war began. Co-operation between 
these two elements of %he Irish peo- 
ple, for the common welfare of Ire- 
land, would afford a spectacle to in- 
spire confidence in the possibility of 
future harmony. The’ experience 
should be good-for Ireland , North 
and South. 

Nobody knows the difficulties and 
the possibilities presented there bet- 
ter than Mr. Asquith. If there is an 
opportunity to bring the two con- 
fllcting elemer‘s of tha Irish people 
closer together, as there seems to be, 
he may be expected to find it and to 
make a desirable use of it. Hope will 
be general, for the sake of the Em- 
pire and Ireland itself, that the. re- 
alization will be at least as Anapiring 
as the prospect,

BLACK LEG. 

There has been an outbreak” of 
Black Leg in Peterborough and Hast- 
ings Counties, and there is danger 
that the disease may spread into Len- 
nox and Addington County. The follo- 
wing has been issued by the Vetinary 
Director-General for Canada:— 

“ET would say that Black Leg has 
been, for many years, gefteral through 
out this country. The Department has 
for many years supplied vaccine to 
the Western Provinces and to the Pro- 
vinces of Ontario and Quebec. This 
vaccine is shipped to almost every dis- 
trict.” 

While no epidem!~ of Black Leg, or 
Black Quarter as It is also called, has 
been recently reported, it is evident 
that the germs of the-disease still 
linger In many localities and cause 
losses that are not always attributed 
to it. Frequently the symptoms ‘are 
not pronounced, the animal may ap- 
pear off-fed and a little stiff, but the 
characteristic swellings often do not 
appear until after death, when/ little 
notice is given to them unless. the 

in is being removed, in which case 
a sickening stench will suggest some- 
thing radically wrong. In Hastings 
County last year several cattle died 
while on pasture, but the cause of 
the deaths was not determined. Some 
farmers, visited recently In that dis- 
trict by the writer, expressed the opin- 
fon that not a few of these losses were 
due to Black Leg. but of this. there 
was no conclusive proof. The fact re- 
mains, homever that many losses have 
occurred in Peterborough and Hast- 
ings Counties about which there is no 
doubt, and several-cases have appear- 
ed very suspicious. A. D. McIntosh, 
District Representative in the County 
last mentioned, has syenr considerable 
time this spring in demonstrating the 
use of Black Leg vaccine.

The stonehooker “Sligo” which is 
owned by the Point Anne Quarries 
Company, Limited, was wrecked be- 
youd repair yesterday, when a large 
stone elevator owned by the same 

“company collapsed, falling across 
the barge. The damage is not yet 
estimated, but it will be heavy. 

The elevator which rose to a 
height of one hundred and thirty 
feet, was situated on the east side 
ofaslip at the foot of West Mar- 
ket street. The “Sligo” was docked 
on the west-side of the same slip 
where she had been since the win- 
ter, When the elevator fell, filling 
the bay and surrounding section with 
thousands of tons of crushed stone 

and debris, it landed directly in the 
centre of the barge, causing it to 
Duckie and list to the side.

Great Titles Won by the sworu. 


WIll the present war produce a 
new British dukedom? Probably it 
will, for it is a curious fact, and one 
apt to be overlooked, that although 
the minor peerages are filled by all 
sorts and conditions of men, access 
to the highest rank of all has usually 
been won In the first instance by the 
sword. 

The first Duke of Marlborough, for 
instance, was given the title for his 
services to his country. So, too, was 
the first Duke of Wellington. The 
first Duke of Norfolk died fighting 
for bis King on Bosworth Field. The 
first Duke of Manchester fought for 
King William at the Battle of the 
Boyne, 

The first of the Dukes of Somersot 
—whose sister, Jane Seymour, mar 
ried King Henry VIII.—fought for 
his Royal brother-in-law in France 
and Flanders. The Dukes of Argyll 
began as fighters, and they have been 
at it pretty well ever since. 

The frst Duke of Grafton com- 
manded the troops in Somersetshire 
sent against the Duke of Monmouth, 
and later on saw fighting in Ireland, 
where he was wounded. An ancestor 
of the present Duke of Sutherland 
was standard-bearer to Prince Ed- 
ward, son of Henry VI., at the Bat- 
tle of Tewkesbury. 

The present Duke of Rutland is 
descended from the famous Marquis 
of Granby, who upheld the arms of 
England in Germany throughout the 
Seven Years’ War. .The Dukes of 
Northumberland have been fighters 
ever since the days of the crusades; 
while the first Duke of Portland was 
descended from the earl of that {lk 
who accompanipd William of Orange 
to England, and fought as a Heuten- 
ant-general at the Battle of the 
Boyne. «

The King Performs the Ceremony 
With a Golden Bodkin, 


The recent quaint: announcement 
that at a meeting of the Privy Coun- 
cll the King “pricked” the sheriffs 
recalls the ancient customs, priv- 
ileges, and duties connected with the 
office of sheriff, In early times the 
sheriff, whose office is of great anti- 
quity, was chosen by the inhabitants 
of the shore or county. Edward II., 


however, put an end to popular elec- |CANADIAN 


tions of sheriffs, and enacted that 
they should be assigned by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchéquer,. several 
judges, and ome or two other officials, 

These meet at the Law Courts on 
the morrow of St, Martin's Day (No- 
vember 12th) and there nominate 
three gentlemen for the office of high 
sheriff for ev.ry one of the counties 
of England and Wales, except Mid- 
diesex, the sheriff of which {s electea 
by thé citizens of London. For 
Cornwall the sheriff is nominated by 
the Prince of Wales, as Duke of Corn- 
wall, while for Lancashire the sheriff 
is appointed by His Majesty, as Duke 
of Lancaster, = 

When the list of nominated sher- 
{ffs has been completed by the ofl- 
cials already mentioned, the names 
are engrossed upon a parchment 
which is brought before tho King, 
who then, with a golden bodkin, 
pricks through the parchment 
against one name for every county. 
The names thus pricked, however, are 
usually the first on the list. It is a 
curious fact that the office of sheriff 
ia not only gratuitous, but compuls- 
ory, for if the person appointed re- 
fuses he ie Uable-to be fined.

LURE 
Austrian Drive Into “taly Cannot Go 

ROME, May 30.—The Austrian of- 
fensive on the Itallan front is ex- 
clusively intended, .military experts 
here are convinced, to forestall an 
offensive movement by the Allies. 
The Austrians seem fully convinced 
of the safety of the withdrawal of 
passe from the Russian and Balkan 
fronts, hence additional divisions 
now on the Trentino battle-line were 
withdrawn from Galicia, Albania, 
Serbia, and Montenegro. 

General Koevess, commander-in- 
ebief of the Austrian forces in Al- 
bania, has been placed in command 
of the artillery on the Trentino front, 
it {s learned. The Austrians are be- 
Heved to feel certain that an invasion 
of Lombardy and the occupation of 
Venice will irevitably lead to peace, 
and they are convinced, therefore, 
that their offensive on the Trentino, 
if successful, will be the decisive and 
Saat Phase of Austra-Italian hostill- 

jes. 

The Austrian expectations to {n- 
vade Italy have, however, already 
Practically failed, since, despite. the 
fact that they succeedd in driving 
back the Italians more than five 
miles, they are not advancing on the 
south-east frontier of the Trentino, 
which is an open outlet for an inva- 
sion, between Monte Maggio and To- 
nessa, but, on the contrary, have 
been compelled bere to strengthen 
the positions to which they may be 
forced to retire by the Italian coun- 
ter-attacks. These counter-attacks 
were launched immediately after the 
Austrians’ initial success, and the 
Indications are that the Italjans have 
severely checked the Austrian ad- 
Vance at the weakest point. 

A correspondent at the front tele- 
graphs that the Austrian offensive in 
the Trentino is now practically in 
abeyance, the wings being unable to 
advance because of the Italian bar- 
rier forts, which are being used most 
eMciently in the Italian defence 
Plans. . 

“Hence an Austrian invasion is no 
longer imminent,” he says, adding 
that he Is informed that 63.000 Aus- 
trians have been put out of the fight- 
ing in the Trentino since May 15.

There is no branch: of agriculture 
in which increased production Is 
more desirable than in lve stock. In 
both Canada and the United States, 
despite the éver progressive inroads 
of‘ artificial means of locomotion; 
horses’ have grown in numbers since 
the beginning of the century. tattle 
and swine have increased in Canada 
to some extent, but not in anything 
Ike equal proportion with the per- 
centage that has been added to -the 
population. Sheep, a most economi- 
cal animal to keep and breed, have 
decreased materially. In the circum- 
stances it is hardly strange that pri- 
ces of meat, of wool, of dairy pro- 
ducts, are in the ascendancy, and well 
maintained. That they will go high- 
er yet is the opinion of all who have 
studied the situation.. In their _rd- 
port the Commissioners of Inquiry 
into the Cost of Living tersely dea- 
ceribe the state of affairs In this fash; 
fon: 

“The increased cost of live stock is 
due to under-production. The in- 
crease in cattle has not kept pace With 
the increase in population in the prin- 
cipal cattle-raising countries, except- 
ing Australia. Fs 

“Farmers tell us they have found 
dairy work, and some other produc- 
tfons of the farm, more renumera- 
tive than raising Ive stock, and that 
those.conditions have tended to a 
falling off in the supply of cattle.” 

The conditions here described are; 
more marked in the United States. ; 
There between 1900 and 1913 the 
population increased 24 yer cent, 
while the cattle decreased 30 per 
cent. In Russia, Argentina and Bra- 
zil there were also decreases. In 
France, Germany, the United King- 
dom, and Austria-Hungary there were 
slight increases, but only in France at 
the same ratio as the population. In 
Australia alone was there relatively a 
greater growth in the number of cat- 
tle than of people. In Canada the 
population during the perlod men- 
tloaed increased 35 per cent., but in 
cattle only"20 percent. These facts 
are surely pregnant with significance 
of the opportunity that les before

When 
at last a light rumbling appeared the 
physician remarked: “You must feel 
that you are now famillar with the 
machine,’ and when the young man 
asked why, the physiclan answered 
by alluding to the resumption of 
something that only bore evidence 
of a mind not fully employed. 

Much the same thing is true of 
sneezing, If it could become recog- 
nized that to cough and. to sneeze 
were each alike an unwarranted piece 
of self-indulgence, both as much un- 
der the control of the doer as the 
picking ‘of his teeth—an equally dis- 
agreeable habit—we should not only 
get along without coughing or sneez- 
ing, but we would take a long step 
toward arresting the spread of winter 
maladies,
